Recently he was flaunted to the 
world as “The Kissless Mayor,” At 
a city council meeting the mayor 
stated that there was too much hug- 
ging and kissing going on in auto- 
mobiles for the safety of the motor- 
ing public. And from that state- 
ment the daily press had Upland’s 
mayor framing an anti-kissing o7- 
dinance, and finally national press 
associations told the nation of Up- 
land’s Kissless Mayor. 

But the mayor is not disturbed 
over that. :

T suggest that to ring up a private house, in any case in which 
a post card or a letter would do equally well, should be thought in- 
considerate; that a stranger should have no more right to use the 
telephone of a private house than to open the front door; and, above 
all, that it should be bad manners, exeept among intimate friends, 
to issue an invitation on the telephone, which gives the guest no 
time, without apparent rudeness on his part, to consider whether he 
is really free or whether he wants to accept.

OAYS CITRUS FRUITS 
ARE A NECESOITY 


“Citrus fruit should no longer be 
regarded as a luxury. It is a neces- 

















city. Through its liberal use the 


laverage life may be generously ex- 


tended. Abstention from its use 
can only be practiced with peril to 
those who fail to consume it and 
consequent injury to the whole peo- 
ple of the United States. 

“And the strange thing about this 
is that it is tmpossible to ‘over eat’ 
oranges, grapefruit and other citrus 
fruits. Neither will liberal consump- 
tion of these viands impair the ap- 
petite for cereal and meat foods. On 
the contrary, the more _ oranges, 
grapefruit, and lemons one eats, the 
greater will be the desire for bread, 
beef, mutton, pork and edibles of all 
standard varieties.” 

These statements are made on no 
less an authority than United States 
Senator Royal S. Copeland, of New 
York, the famous former Health 
Commissioner for New York City. 

Senator Copeland says that grape- 
fruit and oranges are splendid tonics 
and the finest kind of human scaven- 
gers. They clear the decks of the 
stomach for aetion and make pos- 
sible the functioning of organs which, 
without their assistance, would be- 
come and remain inactive and dor- 
mant. They stimulate and regulate, 
giving vast assistance to bread and 
other substances which are honestly 
striving to add strength to the hu- 


man system. 


Dr. Copeland probably had in 
mind the species of orange grown 
in Upland and contiguous sections of 
the well watered areas of Southern 
California when he said: 

“I believe there is no more re- 
freshing health-giving drink than the 
juice. of a ripe orange. Its pe- 
culiar flavgr and acid tang seems 
to impart a feeling of restfulness 
and contentment after a day of 
arduous labor, whethgr ‘in the of- 
fice or: the home. 

“Oranges should be on the table of 
every home; they shouffl never be 
denied to the children. They should 
be a part of at least one méal a 
day; and I can think of no better 
use than their incorporation § in 
cakes, salads and beverages.” 

Senator Copeland finds in the 
orange a diet for all people from 
the infant who has just come into 
the world to the centenarian who is 
getting ready to leave it. He says 
it is rich in vitamines, without which 
a human body would soon cease to 
have vitality. 

“The orange is one of the richest 
sources of vitamines, and is the 
most wholesome and useful ef all 
sub-acid fruits,” he says. 

“In 1920,” continued Senator Cope- 
land, “the United tSates produced 
27,200,000 boxes of oranges and ap- 
proximately two-thirds of this tre- 
mendous total came from California.” 

But while calling this a “tremen- 
dous” total, the famous health au- 
thority does not believe the produc- 
tion of oranges in California and 
other citrus fruit sections is more 
than in a robust infancy. The gen- 
eral health of the people would be 
greatly improved and the consump- 
tion of other foods much augmented 
if the figures quoted above were in- 
creased two or even threefold. 

Discussing this matter with the 
writer, Senator Copeland said: 
“Oranges, grapefruit, lemons and 
limes are becoming increasingly and 
deservedly popyar not alone in the 
United States but throughout the 
world.” 

Talking of the use that can be 
made of citrus fruit in toning up the 
system and preparing the body for 
the reception of other nutritive foods,

Senator Copeland believes every 
farmer, every manufacturer, every 
builder, every railway man and every 
housewife should be champions of 
citrus fruit consumption “and there- 
fore advocates for the expansion of 
that beneficent and health promoting 
enterprise. 

Adopting the line of reasoning sug- 
gested by Senator Copeland, Mr. 
Manchester finds in the enlarged 
consumption of citrus fruits a means 
through which industry in the Unit- 
ed States may be magnificently ex- 
panded. He also finds hope for lan- 
guishing agriculture. a 

“Expanding the appetite for other 
wholesome foods by increasing the 
consumption of citrus fruits may be 
a novel idea; but nevertheless a cor- 
rest assumption,” said Mr. Manches- 
ter. “There is no flaw in such reas- 
oning. 
ician senator from 
faultless.” 

Mr. Manchester said if the recom- 
mendations of Senator Copeland are 
generally adopted—and they will be 
when the people better understand 
the food. value of citrus fruits—the 


consumption of food will be enor- 
mously increased; and the increase 
will promote rather than injure 


health. To increase the consumption 
of wheat, potatoes, corn, vegetables, 
beef, pork or mutton without aug- 
menting the use of citrus. fruits 
would be to abbreviate instead of 
extend the average span of human 
life. 

“But what the application of the 
theorics of the famous New Yorker 
would mean to industry cannot be 
estfmated,” said Mr. . Manchester. 
“Tmagine, if you can, what it would 
mean to double the consumption of 
oranges based on the sale of 1920. 
Every industry in the United States 
would be affected.” 

“How much _ additional lumber 
‘would be needed to make twenty- 
seven million boxes? We would have 
to either increase the capacity of 
®very saw mill or build scores of ad- 
ditional plants. We would have to 
employ veritable armies of lumber- 
jacks to take care of the demands 
for timber which that increased cen- 
sumption of California’s famous pro- 
duct would make necessary. 

“Literally hundreds of tons of ad- 
ditional wire and acres of tin would 
be needed to secure the boxes and 
an almost incalculable number of bar- 
rels of nails, tacks and such like 
would be required in this additional 
service. Ink the hundreds of 
gallons and paint in immense quan- 
tities would be among the supplies 
that the shippers must have to meet 
this additional demand. Twine, by 
the thousands of yards, sacks and 
paper by the scores of tons would be

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FARRAND HEADS THE 
STATE AGRI. COM, 


George E. Farrand of Los Angeles, 
generally conceded to be the fore- 
most authority on the fundamentals 
of the law concerning co-operative 
marketing of agricultural products, 
has been unanimously chosen as pres- 
ident of the Legislative Agricultural 
Committee of California. Mr. Far- 
rand succeeds Charles C. Teague of 
Santa Paula, who had served in that 
capacity since the inception of the 
crganization, and who felt that he 
could no longer continue to devote 
as much time as the work required. 

Because of Mr. Farrand’s position 
as general counsel for most of the 
larger of the producers’ organizations 
which market their fruit co-operative- 
ly, his choice is particularly fortun- 
ate and the agricultural interests as 
a whole will benefit because of his 
intimate acquaintance with the grow- 
ers’ needs. 

Other officers elected are as fol- 
lows: Vice-president, C. P. Earley, 
general manager of the Mutual 
Orange Distributors of Redlands, and 
who succeeds himself, and secretary, 
R. N. Wilson of Sacramento. Mr. 
Wilson also succeeds himself. 

The Agricultural Legislative Com- 
mittee is made up of representatives 
of 35 commodity producers’ organiza- 
tions in California. These organiza- 
tions represent a membership of 65,- 
000 growers and producers, whose 
annual output is conservatively val- 
ued at a quarter of a billion dollars. 

The Agricultural Legislative Com- 
mittee has accomplished much in the 
interest of California agriculture dur- 
ing its comparatively brief existence. 
It has held a grvat many session’, 
has studied the bills which have been 
introduced at the recent sessions of 
the general assembly, has assisted in 
an advisory capacity in securing leg- 
islation which would be helpful to 
the grower and to the state of Cali- 
fornia and “fas been successful in 
securing advérse action on many 
measures which would have been ex- 
ceedingly harmful to both the grow- 
er and to public welfare. 

A fair position has been taken on 
all matters. No attempt has been 
made to unduly advance the claims 
of agriculture to the disadvantage of 
others. It has established itself in 
the confidence of the legislators and 
governor, so that its recommenda- 
tions have often been solicited and 
accepted. By the maintenance of a 
fair attitude, it has been successful 
in “accomplishing much. Credit for 
much of this is due to the skillful 
and diplomatic handling of difficult 
situations by the secretary, R. N. 
Wilson, who as a farm advisor be- 
fore taking up this work, was very 
familiar with the needs of the grow- 
er. 

Mr. Teague and Mr. Wilson worked 
in perfect harmony and the @ame re- 
lationship will exist between the new 
president, Mr. Farrand, and the sec- 
retary. Mr, Farrand has been a 
member of the executive cgmmittee 
of the legislative committee for 4a 
considerable length of time and is 
entirely familiar with the purposes 
and aims of the committee. Mr. Far- 
rand’s experience as general counsel 
for the California Fruit Growers’ Ex-, 
change, Fruit Growers’ Supply Co., 
California Walnut Growers’ Associa- 
tion and in his advisory capacity 
with the Sun-Maid Raisin Growers, 
coupled with his qualification as di- 
rector of the First National Bank of 
Los Angeles, makes his choice es 
pecially fortunate. 

Among the objects of the Agri- 
cultural Legislative Committee, as 
taken from the bylaws of the organ: 
ization, are the following: 

To provide a permanent organiza: 
‘tion which will initiate and encour- 
age legislation to foster and protect 
the horticultural and agricultural in- 
terests of the state; to consider legis- 
lation affectiag the state, county and 
local governments that are charged 
with the protection and development 
of the horticultural and agricultural 
interests, and to study their admin- 
istration and their inter-relationships 
with the view to increasing value to 
the state. 

The organization shall be compos: 
ed only of representatives of produc- 
ers’ organizations, or shippers, who 
represent producers or producers’ or- 
ganizations. It shall not include in 
its membership public officials, 
county or state, either as such, or 
as representatives of the’ producers’ 
organizations, nor shall it include 
purely speculative organizations. All 
representatives slfall have one vote.
